18.—President 
Wilson told Representative Under- 
wood, the democratic house leader, to- 
day, that members could be assured of 
his own support for the Alaska bill. Re- 
ports have recently 
been circulated 
that the president was opposed to it. 
The Panama canal tolls repeal was 
also discussed at length by the presi- 
dent with Mr. Underwood but the ma- 
jority leader declined to say anything 
about his 
conference. He was un- 
willing also to say whether he would 
vote for or against a repeal of the-ex- 
emption cause.

To Repeal Tolls. 
President Wilson's plan to repeal 
1he Panama tolls exemption came in 
for its first senate debate today, dur- 
ing .which it was characterized by 
Senator Bristow as an -aid to trans- 
continental railroad/3. Senator Lodge, 
republican, and Senator 
Owen, de- 
fended the president's position while 
Senator Chamberlain, democrat, de- 
clined to agree with it. 
Mr Bris- 
tow denied having 
impugned 
the 
president's motives. Senator Bristow 
declared Mr. Wilson's attitude on the 
Panama canal plank o£ the Baltimore 
convention and on the suffrage ques- 
tion had "given us a line on some of 
the peculiar and 
interesting charac- 
teristics of our chief executive which 
may be exceedingly 
useful 
to 
the 
country in the future." 
He quoted the single presidential 
term plank and asked: "At the proper 
time will the president interpret this 
plank in harmony with his position as 
to suffrage or as to canal tolls." 
Woman's Suffrage. 
The woman suffrage constitutional 
amendment came in for talk, but no 
action today in the1 senate. 
Bristow charged

Wilson 
with being inconsistent 
when he de- 
clined to favor suffrage because it 
was not treated

platform, while he was

gress to repeal the Panama tolls ex- 
emptioiu-w.hich-.;-the platform favored.

Facing presidential veto of the Bur- 
nett immigration bill, should it pass 
congress with the literacy test pro- 
vision incorporated in it, the senate 
immigration committee today resumed 
consideration 
of the measure. 
The 
prospects were for a lively session, 
for despite President Wilson's opposi- 
tion to the much discussed provision 
members of the committee were in- 
clined to retain that feature in the 
bill as it passed the house. With the 
action of the senate in repassing over 
President Taft's veto the Dillingham- 
Burnett immigration bill a year ago, 
although it failed in the house, still 
f resit-in, their minds, members of the 
committee were discossing today pros- 
pects of similar steps should Presi- 
dent Wilson carry out his intention to 
veto the present bill.

Alaskan Railroad. 
Detailed 
consideration of the - Al- 
askan railroad bill was resumed today 
in the house with administration lead- 
ers confident that a final vote was 
np.ar at hand. Debate on the measure 
bad been closed and the reading for 
amendment was not expected to occu- 
py manv hours. 
So far only one change has been 
made in the bill as it passed the sen- 
ate. The single amendment adopted 
was offered 
by 
republican leader 
Mann, and would empower the presi- 
dent to either lease the Alaskan road 
after it was built or have it operated 
by the government. With this excep- 
tion the measure is expected to go to 
the conference between the two hooses 
without material alteration. 
The bill under which the govern- 
ment .would build 1,000 miles of rail- 
road from the Alaskan coast to the 
interior is heartily approved by Presi- 
dent Wilson, and he is expected to 
sign it as soon as it reaches the White 
Hoose.

Washington, Feb. 18.—The "back to 
the sou" movement still has plenty of 
room to grow according to figures just 
made public by the department of ag- 
riculture which show that there are 
today 833,000,000 acres of tillable land 
in the United States which has never 
been turned by a plow. In fact, only 
27 per cent of the land of this coun- 
try capable of being farmed is now 
under cultivation. The remaining 73 
per cent does not include 61,000,000 
acres wijch are non-tillable but valu- 
able for pasture or fruit. 
The most 
thoroughly 
cultivated 
states are Illinois and Iowa, where for 
every acre tilled there is 1.6 vmtilled 
Indiana is next with a ratio of one to 
1.8; in. New York it is one acre tilled 
to 2-4 untilled, and that proportion is 
reneral throughout New England. Ari- 
zana has the greatest proportion of 
untilled land, having 76 .'7 available 
acres idle for every acre on which 
crops are now raised. In New Mex- 
ico it is one to 31.2; in Nevada one to 
28.3 and in Montana one to 25. ^Cali- 
fornia's rating shows one to 6 1 
The entire United States, excluding 
foreign territory, contains about 1,900,- 
000,000 acres. Of this about 60 per 
cent, or 1,114,000,000 acres, is esti- 
mated to be tillable, including that 
•which, though not tillable at present, 
may be made so by clearing, irrigat- 
ing or draining. About 19 per cent is 
fit only for fruit or forage 
crops 


•and 21 percent will probably never be 
of any use from an agricultural stand- 
point. 
' An extensive study of methods of 
preventing the shrinkage 
of- cattle 
shipped in the hoof has just been con- 
cluded by the department of agricul- 
ture. The methods promise to save 
hundreds of dollars to the farmers 
and stock raisers. Heretofore it has 
not been uncommon for a steer to 
reac hthe stock yards weighing from 
60 to 75 pounds less than when it left 
the farm, but by proper feeding this 
may be materially reduced. 
In 265 shipments of cattle, compris- 
ing 19,000 head, the loss ranged from 
2 14 to 7 per cent, depending on the 
length of the time the cattle were en- 
route, and what they had in. their 
stomachs when they started. Steers 
show less shrinkage than cows, but 
the difference is not as great as many 
shippers suppose. 
"If cattle are to be in transit twenty- 
four hours or longer, it is a good plan 
to feed about, two bales of nice bright 
hay for each carload a few hours be- 
fore loading" is the advice of the de- 
partment. "There is no way of en

In another instance a field 
planted May 22 produced but one- 
fourth of a bale per acre,' though in 
1911 when planted a month earlier it 
gave half a bale to the acre. 
Chickens and potatoes and even 
strawberries and currants from Alaska 
are among the possibilities of the fu- 
ture, says the department of agricul- 
culture, which is conducting a series 
of experiments in that country. One 
of its four stations there is within 
seventy-five miles of the Arrtic circle, 
and even there many varieties of cer- 
eals and vegetables have been grown. 
Altogether there are appriumately 
100,000 square miles of tillable land 
in Alaska, and the territorial home- 
stead laws allow the settler to file on 
320 acres. The greatest drawback'is 
that only a small percentage of this 
land is along the.southern coast where 
the climate is less severe, the moun- 
tains there being very near the coast 
line. 
The department also reports fully 
on the dreary side o£ lite for the pen- 
insular farmer. 
The spring 
thaws 
make travel impossible, the long win- 
(Ws require frost buildings for people 
and livestock, the gnats and mos- 
quitos make the summers almost un- 
bearable at seasons, and the land must 
be cleared of much heavy moss, which 
hurts the crops if plowed under.

IN NORMAL SCHOOLS 


Board of Regents Provides for Organi- 


zation of Three Special Depart- 


ments to Train Teachers. 


[SPECIAL TO THE GAZETTED] 
:Madison, Wis., Feb. 18—The .board 
of, normal regents have just taken a 
decided stand on the future education- 
al policy of the eight normal schools 
iri their work of preparing teachers 
for the public schools. The board: by 
a ' unanimous vote and with the ap- 
proval of all the .presidents' of the 
eight schools, 
adopted a resolution 
providing for the organization of three 
special departments at; each normal 
school for the training of primary 
grammar grade, and high school teach- 
er's, and authorising and directing the 
presidents' to modify and adapt their 
courses of study in order to carry out 
this policy'of special preparation for 
work in the public schools 
The 
• course lor the preparation of 
high school teachers ;was leng 
:o three years, 
beginning 
tliened 
;pt 1, 
1914. The course for grade teachers 
remains two years in length. 
The first three years of the five 
year course was also made a special 
department at each of the five schools 
which maintain this course. The pur- 
pose of this department is to give a 
general education to those students 
who have been unable to attend a 
ligh school. The normal schools at 
La Crosse, Milwaukee and Oshkosh 
admit only high school graduates. 
Each normal school is now free to 
organize its classes and segregate in 
them in groups • of students, for the 
peciflc training of primary, grammar 
grade and high school 
teachers to 
neet the specific demands of the pub- 
ic schools. "Not in forty years," said 
Secretary William Kittle, "have the 
normal schools been given suchr;re- 
sponsibility for definite service and 
such complete freedom to render that 
service.

AS CROP FOR COUNTY 


VALUE AS FORAGE CROP SHOWN

ARTICLE. 


PRODUCES BIG PROFIT 


Point* Out Reason* fpr Few Failures 


and Their Remedy—Land Must 


be Well Drained. 
(By Allan B. West.) 


In an article published in the Ga- 
zette of Feb. 11 the writer showed 
the value of alfalfa as a forage crop 
and tiiat all kinds of live stock could 
be fed on it at a greater proh't than 
on any other one crop; alsi that more 
food can be grown on an acre sown 
to alfalfa than sown with any other 
crop. 
Illinois has a banker by the 
name of A. P. Grout, who lives at 
Winchester, Illinois, near which he 
owns a large farm 
In 1911 he gave 
an address before group 8 of the Illi- 
nois Bankers Association at Carroll- 
ton, on "Banking and Farming," in 
which he urged binkers to "promote 
their own interests by encouraging 
better farming and enthusing the 
farmer with the spirit of the new sci- 
entific agriculture. From it the fol- 
lowing is quoted: 
"I desire to call your attention to 
one movement, which I believe to be 
of more importance, and which if de- 
veloped to the extent that it may be, 
add more to the wealth of Illinois 
than any other one thing that can be 
done. 
Concerning it ex-Governor 
Hoard of Wisconsin says that the 
alfalfa movement is the most im- 
portant event of the century. Con- 
cerning alfalfa and its significance to 
Kansas, where the latest reports show 
in round numbers 1,000,000 acres in 
cultivation, a prominent gentleman 
of that state says: 
'Were I called 
upon to say what single product of 
the soil would probably assume the 
greatest importance in the near fu- 
ture, I would say alfalfa.'" 
Now the writer is convinced that 
what is true of alfalfa in Illinois or 
Kansas is equally true of Rock county, 
and the sooner the farmers of the 
county come to a realization of their 
opportunities in this direction the bet- 
ter.Then why is i.ot more alfalfa raised 
in the county? 
One farmer says "It won't grow on 
my land." Another, "I tried it and 
it killed out the first winter." 
Now it has been proven by actual 
experience of farmers throughout the 
state that alfalfa can, under proper 
conditions, grow on all kinds of soil, 
rich or poor, sand, clay or loam. 
The key to the situation is the un- 
derstanding of the proper conditions. 
These have been learned by experi- 
ence by pioneers in alfalfa growing, 
but one who will take the trouble to 
read on the subject may now have 
the benefit of these experiences and 
learn in a few hours' reading what 
others have learned in experiments 
costing years of time and many crop 
failures 


The failure of the crop may result— 
first, from poor dainage. 
"Alfalfa 
will not stand wet feet." The land 
must be drained. 
The water level 
should not be less than three feet 
below the surface. The water shoulc 
never stand' upon th'e 
alfalfa 
aiid 
very level land is to be avoided from 
the fact that a rain followed by freez- 
ing weather will form ice which will 
smother out the plants. Second—The 
failure of the crop may result from an 
acid condition of the soil 


In addition to the food which the 
plant gets from the soil through its 
roots it must have nitrogen from the 
air.Xow this is one of the important 
things for the alfalfa grower to un- 
derstand—the demand of the plant 
for nitrogen and how it is supplied 
for failure to secure right conditions 
here probably accounts for the great- 
est number of failures in alfalfa grow- 
ing. 


Said one Rock county farmer: 
"I 
can grow alfalfa on one-half my farm 
that composed of sandy knolls, but 
on the prairie soil it won't grow." 
AOW the trouble was not with the 
drainage here, but with the acid con- 
ditions of the prairie soil, half of the 


bacteria will not ilve in acid soils. 
Three—The failure of the crop may 
result from the fact that the soil does 
not contain a sufficient number 
of 
these nitrogen gathering bacteria to 
furnish the plants with the requisite 
amount of nitrogen. 
Where sweet clover grows as a 
weed by the wayside these bacteria 
are usually present in the soil of the 
adjacent farms and need not be sup- 
plied, but where this is not the case 
dirt dug from an old alfalfa field or 
dirt taken from the :wayside where 
the sweet clover does grow, aboul 
100 pounds to the acre, will inoculate 
the soil, i. e., furnish this bacteria 
This is not a matter of speculation 
but has been proven effective time 
and again on farms where alfalfa has 
been grown. 
The objections to alfalfa raising in 
Rock county are easily and cheaply 
met. What has been done may be 
done,, and 
the 
truly 
progressive 
farmer will not rest until he has stud 
ied the matter and found Cut from 
the abundant literature on the sub 
ject and from interviews with success- 
ful growers of alfalfa how he may in- 
crease his own profits and add to the 
value of his land by the growig of 
this wonder crop. 
The writer is not a practical farmer 
but has a liking for land, and Imving 
a few years since an opportunity, to 
buy a piece of land at $300 per acre 
he invested, though demurring at the 
price. 
He has put the land into 
alfalfa and counting the value of the 
crop at the low price of $12 per ton 
the investment is yielding him, after 
paying the taxes on the land (and 
they are not low) 9 per cent interest 
Three hundred dollars is a good price 
for farm land, but even that seems to 
pay when put into alfalfa. Why nol 
have more of it?
